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AUTOMOBILE FATALITY 


There was a fatal automobile acci- 


dent just beyond the Mile Corner on the 
Middletown side of the line early Fri- 
day morning, as a result of which 
Joseph Keeley of Clinton avenue died 
at the Newport Hospital within a short 
time of his arrival there, and James T. 
Ixary is still in a critical condition, 
having been unconscious for many 
hours. Peter Sullivan of Lucas avenue', 
a man named O'Brien of Carey street, 
and the driver of the car, Blaine R. 
Richards, were all taken to the Hos- 
pital suffering from severe injuries. 
As the accident happened in the town 
of Middletown, the local police notified 
Town Sergeant James Bloomfield who 
look charge of the affair. 


The accident happened soon after 


two o'clock. ' The Richards car .left 
the highway and struck the first tree on 
the right of the road, demolishing the 
automobile and injuring all the occu- 
pants. Caleb Roderick came along in 
his car, and removed the injured men 
to the Hospital and notified the New- 
port police.

Deputy Chief Joseph S. Lawton of 


the Newport Fire Department is suf- 
fering from.severe burns to his face 
and hands which were received in an 
unusual accident

sure that they are in good working 
order.

was applied there was a.great explo- 
si<m,cansed by the fact that the accu- 
mulation contained much unconsumed 
gas as well as smoke. Mr. Lawton was 
so badly burned that the arms and face 
'«raired careful treatment, and the 
flames came perilously near to one 
eye. 


INDEPENDENCE DAY

Altogether it will probably 
be a very quiet day in Newport with 
the Beach the center "of attraction.

POSTOFFICE TO MOVE 


It is now only a question of a very 


few days before the Poslolfice will be 
located in the new Federal building, 
and the temporary postoffice which 
has been maintained in the Kirwin 
building at Thames and Ann streets 
for the past three years will be dis- 
continued. Mr. J. K. Sullivan has been 
awarded the contract to move the 
postofTice, and it is expected to have 
the new building in use by next lion- 
day. 
The task of moving will be a 


very slight one as compared with the 
moving out three years ago, because 
of the fact that practically new equip- 
ment throughout has been installed in 
the new building. 


Some parts of the new building are 


already being occupied, the Farm Bu- 
reau being the first department to 
move in. As the building will accom- 
modate practically all the Federal de- 
partments iri this locality, except 
those directly connected with the 
army and navy stations here, it will 
doubtless be some weeks before all the 
departments are quartered in the new 
structure. 


The use of the new building will be 


a great relief, not only to the em- 
ployes of the postoflice, but also to 
the general public. The location of 
the temporary postoffice so far down 
town has caused more or less grumb- 
ling among those who have occasion 
to uss it, and the change will be much 
appreciated.

EXPLOSIVE DERELICTS 


The Navy Department here is con- 


siderably aroused over the finding of 
explosive detonators along the shore 
of the Bay, which has already result- 
ed in a serious accident to one boy, 
and which may be the cause of even 
more serious affairs. It appears that 
a Providence manufacturing concern 
which had held a war contract dumped 
a lot of these detonators into the Bay 
as the safest .way to dispose of. them, 
believing that they would immediate- 
ly sink to the bottom and become 
haimless. 
Instead of sinking, some 


of them, at Idast, floated and were 
washed ashore"but on the Island. One 
boy who examined them suffered the 
loss of several fingers in the resulting 
explosion. Warnings have been issued 
to pick up nothing of a suspicious na- 
ture on the shore, and it is hoped that 
further accidents may be avoided. An 
investigation may perhaps b« held to 
determine the responsibility for allow- 
ing these dangerous articles to coma 
within reach.

The Bath Road widening project is

If 
this land could be obtained a splendid 
roadway could be made from the point 
very near Bellcvue avenue clear to the 
Beach. It is possible that with the 
change in management of the local 
street railway,.the company may see 
fit to change their rails in accordance 
with the Olmstead plan in the near 
future, but little will be gained by 
doing that until the widening is com- 
pleted to the eastward.

DROPPING SLOWLY 


National Industrial Conference 


Board Issues a Preliminary 


Statement. 


The cost of living for American 


wage-corners declined less than 3 per 
cent during the period from signing 
of the armistice to the first week of 
March, 1010, according to a preliminary 
statement Issued by the uallonal in- 
dustrial conference board. In March, 
1819, the cost of living was still ap- 
proximately CO per cent to 85 per cent 
above the pre-war level, as contrast- 
ed with an increase of 65 iwr cent to 
70 per cent in November, 1018, and of 
BO per cent to 65 per cent In June, 
1918, as brought out by tho board's 
two previous' studies of tlie subject.

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CATCHING UP WITH MAINTE- 


NANCE 


During the war much of the coun- 


try's regular maintenance work was 
neglected, owing to scarce labor and 
other causes. Today public service 
corporation equipment is below par. It 
is doubtful if industrial plants are 
fully up to pitch. Certainly houses 
are not in their usual repair. Until 
the country catches up with its main- 
tenance, a great army of people will 
find work at high wages restoring 
equipment. 


The high cost of this work is one 


of the penalties and.costs of war. The 
people who spent money freely up to 
(two. years ago in repairing and main, 
turning plants and. houses and ma- 
chinery, have reason to congratulate 
themselves. 


They would have to pay nearly 


twice the price to have it done now. 
But the cautious folks who were nig- 
gardly in keeping up their property, 
now have a big bill to pay for their 
over prudence. It is a world of wear 
and tear,< nothing is permanent, and 
everything requires care. 


• 
This experience should be a lesson 


in future that it is poor policy to al- 
low property to run down. The house 
with the worn out paint deteriorates 
faster in a year than the well painted 
one docs in five. The machinery with 
the loose bearing is grinding on Its 
=steel, instead of slipping along on an 
•oil surface. 


All 
this postponed 
maintenance 


work makes the immediate business 
situation very promising. But the high 
costs of it will have to be paid later 
on. The country is borrowing from 
its future to pay for the postpone- 
ments of the past. Wherefore busl- 
-ness men and workers should not seek 
'to make money too fast in high 
charges for this work. 
High main- 


tenance cost will have to be paid for 
:some day. They will fall upon the 
•entire community.

GETTING READY FOR AIRPLANES 


Feeling that airplanes will soon be 


a feature of daily life, many people 
belibve that communities should begin 
to get ready for then), and that legis- 
latures should pass laws regulating 
•their use. For one thing they would 
liave towns set aside fields for their 
•use. . 
. 'It is about 20 years since automo- 
biles were first seen. 
Many people 


believe that 20 years from now air- 
planes will be as much of a factor in 
daily life. .While it may be so, this 
docs now seem rather visionary. Air 
•flight is accomplished against great 
and perilous obstacles, beside which 
the difficulties that confronted auto- 
mobiles seem trifling. 
In case of a 


break in an automobile, nothing hap- 
pens except a disagreeable repair job. 
In case of a break to the airplane, 
everything happens. 


But for all that, it sesms a fair 


guess that five years from today air- 
planes will be a common sight every- 
where, and most towns will have at 
least a few, operated by the type of 
men. willing to take some risks for 
sport or business. 


They 'will never need much regula- 


tion. The ways of heaven are wide 
and 
there 
will be few collisions. 


Novices should not be permitted to 
fly over the centers of towns and 
cities. If there is danger of heavy 
articles dropping from a plane, it 
must be guarded 
against. Pilots 


ought-to be required to take certain 
courses of instruction from compe- 
tent teachers, before being permitted 
to fly at will. 


Passenger 
carrying 
planes will 


have to be very carefully regulated, to 
see that no incompetent pilot is al- 
lowed to solicit patronage. Apart from 
a few such matters, the planes will 
be as free of the law as the birds. 
While the matter is. not one calling 
for immediate attention, it Is a fas^ 
cinating subject of speculation, and 
opens up broad vistas of coming 
achievement.

PETITIONERS FOR SHOWS AT FURTHER I 


END OF EASTON'S BEACH GIVEN 


LEAVE TO WITHDRAW 


Public Hearing. 
The town council 


held a special meeting at the town hall 
on Monday evening, June 23, and gave 
a public hearing on the petition of the 
Newport, Fall .River and Providence 
Beach Association, for a license to ex- 
hibit shows and theatrical performances 
on the land of the association on Eas- 
ton's Beach and lying east of the Quig- 
leyjestate. The petition was presented 
to. the council at its regular meeting 
held Junif 16, by Frederick- D. Hoyt, 
vice president and manager. 
As the 


proposition involved some novel feat- 
ures, it was deemed best' to give the 
public an opportunity to be heard, be- 
fore taking action. The people who 
have private residences on Second and 
First Beach Avenue and Easton's Point 
were opposed to.the enterprise, and 
circulated 
a 
paper 
remonstrating 


against the establishing of a show house 
in the place designated in the petition. 
This remonstrance was signed by the 
teachers of St George's school and 
those having residences in its vicinity 
and included thirty-five signatures and 
waa presented to the council by Alan 
R. Wheeler. The remonstrance set 
forth th»t the town would derive no 
real benefit from the enterprise, that a 
show house would attract an undesir- 
able class of people and require on in- 
crease in the police force. The situa- 
tion at Easton's Beach waa now very 
unsatisfactory to those who appreciated 
the beach for its natural beauty and 
desired to enjoy facilities for bathing 
there. The addition of a show tent, as 
proposed, would render the.situation 
still worse.. 


In addition to the remonstrance pre- 


sented, cogent reasons for denying the 
petition were urged by several gentle- 
men from Newport and Middletown. 


The petitioner was presented' by 


Mortimer'A. Sullivan of Newport as 
attorney, who claimed his client had 
been wholly misrepresented and unfairly 
criticised/a's to his purpose and inten- 
tion. He certainly had an equal right 
with all ethers who were catering to 
the people coming to the beach to pro- 
vide amusement and get some income 
from his land. 


Further remarks in opposition to 


granting the petition were made, and 
then Mr. Sullivan requested for his 
client, permission to withdraw the same, 
and the request was granted.

HEN the Revolution began 
Americans were still pio- 
neers and straight shooters. 
The country was full of men 


who had seen sen-ice In war against 
the French and Indians. 
Washington 


had been all his life a soldier. It Is 
not surprising" that American officers 
felt quite able to handle the military 
situation without assistance from the 
host' of applicants for commissions 
from abroad. Therefore when Wash- 
ington heard that a young Frenchman 
named Lafayette had left his wife nnd 
child and crossed the ocean to serve 
the American cause as a volunteer 
without pay, he muttered: "One more 
Incumbrarice." But Lafayette pleaded: 
"Give me a chance; I do not want to 
be an honorary soldier." 


He,went to Washington's camp and 


there began a friendship which ran 
through so many years like an Idyl. In 
1768 BrlBSOtVisited Washington at Mt 
Vernon with a letter from Lafayette. 


Lafayette. 


He says Washington "spoke to me of 
M. De Lafayette with emotion; he 
considers him as his child." loiter, 
Lafayette sent to Washington the key 
to the destroyed BastlU', saying; "It 
Is a tribute which I owe BS a son to my 
adopted father, as an ald-de-camp 16 
my general, as a missionary of liberty 
to Its patriarch." 
' French Eager In Liberty*! Cause. 
The spirit of Lafayette was the 


spirit of ItochatTilxTiu's army. A host 
of young French officers looked on tho 
expedition as a crusade for liberty, and 
crowded for, places.

was a volunteer at Yorktbwn, nnd he 


--nine a marshal of France. Viscount 


:»e Noailles marched afoot the whole. 


:756 miles from Newport to Yorktown. 
Young Saint-Simon, Closen, Cliast* 
ilur, a brother of Mlrabeau, a brother 
!of Talleyrand, Harms, later Director 
Barros, and many other enthusiasts 
for liberty were In the expedition. 
They understood Americans. Equality 
was the particular American trait 
which Impressed them most, and this 
Idea was Imported by them from 


America Into France. , 


Kochambeau placed himself and his 


army under the command of Washing- 
ton. The ragged Americans always 
had the right of the line. In case of 
equality of rank, the American officer 
always took command. Not so much 
as-a cabbage was taken without pay- 
ment. 
Before Yorktown the Ameri- 


cans were not skilled In siege opera- 
tions, and Washington gratefully 'ac- 
knowledged the service of the French 
engineers. The French fleet closed the 
river, and the surrender came. With- 
out that French' help we tremble to 
think what might have happened. 


Fired Lafayette9! Ardor. 


Toward the close of the year 1T70, 


the duke of Cumberland, who was the 
brother of King George in of England, 
was traveling In France, nnd one day 
he arrived at the town of Metz, then a 
French possession. A certain count De 
Broglle, n veteran of many battles, 
was in command of the garrison, and, 
to do honor to his distinguished visitor, 
he Invited some of his officers to meet 
him at dinner. Now It happened that 
the duke of Cumberland was in dis- 
favor with his royal brother—he was, 
in fact, in banishment. He had lately 
received news that certain of his 
majesty's colonies In America had re- 
belled and declared themselves free, 
declining to be subject any longer to a 
tyrannical king. It would seem that 
the duke of Cumberland told the story 
with some gusto, as if he were not al- 
together sorry that his brother was in 
trouble. One officer listened with par- 
ticular attention. He was a youth of 
nineteen, tall and thin, with a long 
nose and reddish hair. His solemn ex- 
pression and his somewhat awkward 
manner contrasted strongly with the 
frivolous ease and grace of the other 
young officers present. He was n mar- 
quis of long descent, connected by 
.marriage with one of the greatest 
families In France, and he had at his 
own disposition n very large Income. 
He listened intently, he nskcd many 
eager questions, and when he rose 
from the tnhlc he had made a moment- 
ous and historic resolution. He had 
resolved to abandon the pleasures and 
luxuries of the gayest court In th# 
world, even to leave his young wife 
and child, and to cast in his lot with 
these strange rebels In America. In 
his own words, "When first I heard ot 
American independence, my heart was 
enlisted!" Tint young man was La- 
fayette; and when the American army 
went to the front In France, It merely 
pnld a small part of the debt of grati- 
tude we owe that splendid young of- 
ficer—that true nobleman.

each of the 12 threw a flower Into the 
river and saluted, while the leader said:

Civil war." 


Then after a last ghostly bugle call 


they melted away'into the mist. Was it 
the mist of past or future?—for they had 
saluted the three great facts of pasU 
present and future history—the birth of 
democracy, the friendship of Anglo-Sax- 
onlsm, and the future peace of the world 
which wilt surely spring from 1L 


to stand alone and even aloof, as 
Washington counseled, was to be pru- 
dent.

Old Order Abolished.

The shop life1 of this town is a study 


by itself, and accounts bring to light 
many curious facts. The worthy dames 
that figured in the business world 
were many in number, and the fa- 
miliar personage, Polly Tilley, de. 
serves first mention. Mrs. Tilley was 
ind«ed a remarkable woman, in that 
ghe maintained a numerous family 
upon, the income of such a limited 
salesroom. It was an old stand( one 
"Mummie Sanford," having flourished 
before her time. Polly was an invalid 
for years, bed-ridden as termed in by 
gone days, but always kept a keen 
oversight of her affairs, and Betsej 
Stanley and other clerks in turn were 
well under her control. She was also 
a very superstitious woman, and the 
story goes she was much given to the 
hearing of mysterious voices. On one 
occasion, when alone upon a quiet 
Sabbath afternoon the voice came, and 
bade her "Arise and walk." 
She 


obeyed and at once set about prepar- 
ing the evening meal for the return- 
ing family. Aside from this her char- 
acter seems to accord with her sur- 
roundings, but her life will ever speak 
to us in the lines written by Gov. Van 
Zandt 


Miss Betsey Eichards, a rival 


tradeswoman; upon Spring Street, was

renowned. 
Her sugar-candy 


twist, strongly flavored with winter- 
green, was a toothsome article 
to 


young and old. 
Her fondness for 


news and communicative manner made 
her shop a favorite meeting place lot 
the young people, wherey many an 
hour was spent in lively gossip. 


Mrs. Lizzie Cook, a huckster in the 


old Hoosier House, turned a penny in 
various ways,-but her sheets of red 
and white drop peppermints affordea 
much delight to the children far and 
near. Mrs. Cook, it is told, was so 
careful in trade that frequently a pep- 
permint would be broken and used in 
the balance to make good her own 
side. It is needless to say by such 
thrift a good estate was accumulated. 


To dignify the calling, it is well to 


know the paternal grandmother of 
William Ellery Channing, Mary Chal.. 
oner by name, in her first widowhood, 
was also a small shop keeper in New- 
port. She is described as sitting be- 


jig was to put it on,, and th'e last 
thing at night before blowing out the, 
candle was to take it off and place it 
jy his bedside. Indoors and out of 
doors it was the same, and when he 
sat down to his meals his hat was still 
on his h'.'ad. The reason he gave for 
not going to meeting was that he 
could not keep his hat on. His clrv 
cumscribed life did not prevent his 
;aining a fair knowledge of the out- 
side world. ' He had good insight, 
loved reading, conversed well, and 
Wends found pleasure in visiting his 
shop for conversation; 


"Greeny" Burroughs kept a rough 


and tumble junk shop, and sold more 
oakum in that time of Newport's nav- 
igation than has eince been told by 
all the dealers together . He was no 
poet, but a good rhymer, and humor- 
ous. Many incidents of early time are 
recorded in his verse, and repeated to 
this day. He was very patriotic and 
a worthy member of the Fourth Bap- 
tist Society, a small company worship- 
ping in an edifice named for some rea- 
son "The Salt Box." 
In conference 


meetings, Greeny was a high seat 
speaker, and his favorite theme scenes 
from the Garden of Eden. His hear- 
ers say every exhortation either com- 
menced or ended by a visit to this fa- 
vored spot. He was indeed a prophet. 
Could he not foresee the temptations 
surrounding his brethren, sojourners 
in the modern "Eden of America?" 
Accounts given by the old people of 
this same church organization 
ara 


quite amusing, and one of its minis- 
ters, Brother James, or "Jimmie" Mc- 
Kensie, as he was always designated, 
was originality personified. . 


Bennie Hadwin, a worthy Quaker of- 


pronounced peculiarities, was a bene- 
factor in his own way. He gave much 
time and labor to the hunting of val- 
uable books stolen from the Redwood 
Library, and scattered during the Rev-, 
olutionary War. His friend, Mr. Geo. 
Channing, says of him, "I never saw 
a man.more elated than was friend 
Hadwin, when lie showed me a volume 
devoted to illustrations of English 
Heraldry. 
He "hooked" it, he said, 


from one of the best libraries in New- 
port. 
Nearly all the folio volumes 


given by Abraham Redwood were re- 
stored in this manner by Mr. Hadwin. 
At his table he displayed a taste for 
foreign ideas in serving mice as a sa. 
very dish. 


Many of the town "criers" were 


men of mark. "Johnny" Allen is re- 
nowned for his massive deformed body 
and croaVy voice; "Billy" Cutter, pa- 
per hanger, as well for his lengthy 
frock-coat and tall beaver hat worn 
upon all occasions, and "Jerry" Good- 
speed for his wooden leg thumping at 
a rapid pace over .the streets, and of. 
ten striking terror to some mischiev- 
ous boy by using the weight of it upon 
him for some misdeed. 


From the ranks of cobbler, sailor 


and fisherman, many names could bo 
added to this worthy company. 


The maiden Indies ,of old Newport 


claim by right the entire paper, as 
singleness of life counts them odd 
members of society to leave character 
as a side issue which is quite impos- 
sible, considering the high standard 
attained by the spinsters of old. 


Stiffness, formality and severity of 


manner was the ideal for the high or- 


air of formal courtesy that awed the 
young and commanded general re- 
spect. 


Miss Katie Haziard is remembered 


for her brusque mariner and quaint 
personal appearance. She kept a china 
and crockeryware store on Washing- 
ton Square, and later upon Thames 
Street. Miss Katie wes exceedingly 
diminutive in size, constantly shook 
her head, having numb palsy, and eyed 
clerk and customer through large 
blue glass spectacles. Every one felt 
subdued in her presence, and many a 
time if one chanced to linger too long 
over a purchase the article would be 
taken and replaced upon the shelf. 


Betty Dyer was a vender of garden 


produce. She co.uld always be seen on 
a market day, wearing a mob cap, a 
checkered apron, and a white Icerehief 
neatly pinned across her bosom, seat- 
ed in a flag-bottomed chair in a tip 
cart. The cart was drawn by a horse 
that never more than ambled and 
much preferred to walk or stand. Her 
bustling presence was always wel- 
comed by the housewife, and by hon- 
est weight and fair dealing she se- 
cured a ready sale for her golden but- 
ter, tender chickens and fresh eggs. 
Miss Dyer was a descendant of the fa- 
mous William and Mary Dyer. 


Mr. James Hammond for more than 


half a century kept a dry goods shop 
and a circulating library on Thames 
Street. The library was kept more 
for the pleasure than the profit de- 
rived from it. There were several in 
the town, and to distinguish his, the 
books were covered with a peculiar 
shade pi green paper. Mr. Hammonc 
had a'way of speaking that at times 
was not pleasant to either clerk or 
customer. 


"Mr. Hammond, have you any •wo- 


men's gloves?" 


"No, madam." 
"Why, Mr. Hammond, there is a box 


on the shelf marked ladies' gloves!" 


"I know it, but that is a very dif 


ferent article." 


Every one respected him, for hi 


was correct in his dealings. Few live< 
a more methodical life. He was rarely 
seen outside his shop and even on 
Sunday he visited his snuggery, a 
name for his library, and remained 
reading until 10 o'clock at night, 
when he lighted his candle, which he 
always carried, and went to his lodg- 
ings. One of his characteristic traits 
was his manners in church. In winter 
he wore a heavy Camlet cloak with a 
high standing collar, when he entered 
his high-back pew, under the gallery 
and near a window, he threw back his 


fashion of the cranky type. 


Miss Lydia Pryor was the most 


widely known old maid of ner flay. A 
lady by birth, she felt her import- 
ance, and when left without means of 
support, concluded the world owed her 
a living, and one way to gain it was 
o visit friends and relatives by the 
ear, month, week or day, as best 
uited herself and the secondary party. 
Ihe made her rounds in this way, bird 
nd cage often accompanying her, un- 
il she became the sport of the town 
ler visits disturbed many a household, 
or Miss Pryor was meddlesome, plain 
poken, fault-finding and quarrelsome 
vith the children under all circum- 


s. Her final visit was paid to, 


he city asylum, where she ended her 
varied life.
